Is Burned to Death 


TOKYO, Nov. 27.—(#)—Finance 
Minister Eiichi Baba said tonight a 
new national loan for Japan will 
be necessary as a result of the rec- 
ord-breaking 1937-1938 budget, 
more than half of which was de- 
voted to the army and navy. 


The cabinet approved the budget 
today. 

The new budget of 3.041.000.0000 
yen (about $870,000,000) represent- 
ed an increase of 73,000,000 yen 
($19,564,000) over the current budg- 
et, Nevertheless, appropriations 
for both branches’ of the armed 
forces were reduced by approximate- 
ly 200,000 yen ($57,200,000). Less 
than 5 per cent of the new budget 
was allotted to education. 

“I tried to make further redne- 
tions in the national defense appro- 
priations,” the finance minister de- 
elared, “but I found it impossible in 
view of the international situation 
in which Japan is facing an emer- 
gency.” 

Baba said he would try to keep 
the anticipated national loan be- 
low 1,000,000,000 yen and he hoped 
fo raise revenue by revision of the 
taxation and tariff systems while 
raising monopoly prices.

U. S. WILL OFFER PACT 
TO EMBARGO FIGHTERS 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(4)— 
Creation of a powerful weapon for 
general peace was forecast in diplo- 
matic quarters today if United States 
proposals for an all-American neutral- 
ity pact are adopted next month at 
Buenos Aires. 

Its principal effect would be eco- 
nomiec—involving discretionary author- 
ity for all American nations to with- 
hold from belligerent countries sup- 
plies which would be needed in the 
conduct of hostilities. In addition 
each of the signatories would be 
pledged specificially to embargo mu- 
nitions and finaficial aid to belliger- 
ents. 

The provision of the proposed ac- 
cord which would give “neutrals an 
opportunity to apply restrictions to 
trade with belligerents to the ex- 
tent deemed appropriate in the in- 
terest of peace,” embraces most of 
the principles of the United States 
neutrality policy, but goes much far- 
ther. 

The suggested draft of the treaty 
is expected to be presented to the 
inter-American peace conference by 
Secretary Hull, head of the United 
States delegation.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON, 
GANG DIPLOMACY WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The anti-Commu- 


nist alliance between Japan and Germany was 
announced as a defensive move. The Nipponese and the Hitlerites say 
they are just going to keep their eyes on the Reds and exchange in- 
formation about how to stop them. They would not harm a hair of the 
Russian head, not for the world. 

This official assurance did not even fool the government-controlled 
press of Japan and Germany, and was not intended to. It was merely 
another of those diplomatic double entendres for the record, The tran- 
script of the League of Nations is full of them. 

The defensive measures contemplated are along the general lines. of 
Al Capone’s defensive measures against rival gangsters in Chicago. 

The Japanese emperor and Herr Hitler may move with slightly more 
grace than Mr. Capone, but their joint objective is the overthrow of the 
Stalin regime in Russia. As the Russian Comintern is supposed to be 
plotting overthrow of the emperor and the fuehrer, it is to be tit for 
tat or rat for rat. 

This, at any rate, is the firm conviction of all who know anything 
about the subject here. 


SCHEMES This does not mean the new allies are going out to cap- 
ture Moscow. They probably will not even declare war, 
unless forced. 

But, between now and spring, you will hear a lot about the prospect 
of some joint German-Japanese military maneuvers to be undertaken as 
soon as the trees begin to bud. You will read that the Japanese are per- 
fecting plans to seize the Russian maritime provinces in one swoop, and 
that simultaneously the Germans will rush into the Ukraine. The allies 
will then entrench upon their ill-gotten gains and see if Stalin can stand 


That is the military theory and there is nothing wrong with it as 
theory. However, there are sound reasons for doubting that the situa- 
tion will move so far so fast 

Moscow will hear of the theory, however, and that is the main thing. 
It will give Mr. Stalin something to think about, other than Spain and 
world revolution. 

Note—The expectation of a general European war in April is not 
Shared by the best judges in official quarters, although some very well 
informed persons are inclined to believe it probable. 


JITTERS This kind of terrorizing diplomatic pressure may promote 
German-Japanese purposes in Russia faster than you would 

believe. 
It was only a few months ago that Stalin found it necessary to stage 
a wholesale purge of political adversaries. Now he has timed his an-

‘The 
other book is “Gone With the Wind,” 
which has become an industry by it- 
self, with gross receipts of $3,000,000 
assured by Christmas. Book people 
tell your correspondent that this was 
indeed an unfortunate year in which 
to have booked, so to speak. Because 
Miss Margaret Mitchell, of Atlanta, 
is making all the money. 

Just for an illustration, some deal-. 
ers send in orders for maybe a dozen 
or possibly 100 copies of your corre- 
spondent’s great human document, but 
when they order “Gone With the 
Wind” they want 10,000. Assuming 
that Miss Mitchell is receiving 15 per 
cent of the retail price, which is $3, 
she will have earned $450,000 by 
Christmas, not counting the moving 
picture rights, and, of course, the book 
will continue to sell in those big, 
clearing-house figures for some montis 
beyond that. Then it probably will 
drop to $2, like Hervey Allen’s “An- 
thony Adverse,” which hit the jackpot 
in 1933 and ran up a score of about 
600.000 copies at $3 and 200,000 more 
at $2. The book people say neither 
of these books will ever get mixed up 
with the percolators and bathing caps 
in the drugstores because the United 
States pharmacopocia calls for a price 
of not more than $1, and these are 
fat books which can hardly be manu- 
factured for that.

Production, Employment | 
and Pay Rolls. 


WASHINGTON, Novy. 
A general advance in industrial pro-| 
duction, employment and pay rolls was | 
reported today by the Federal Reserve |

For October, the beard said, its

Factory employment, at 94.3 per) 
cent of the 1923-25 average. increased 
more than seasonally from September 
to October, with uptrends most notice- 
able in the durable goods industry. 

The factory pay roll index stood 
at S89 in October, the board said, | 
rising “by considerably more than the) 
usual seasonal amount” from 383.4 in 
September. 

Department stores and mail order 
houses attained better than seasonal 
upturns last month, but variety stores 
recorded a less than seasonal advan- 
tage. 

The general level of wholesale com- 
modity prices “advanced somewhat’ 
during the first three weeks of No-| 
vember, the board said, following two, 
and one-half months of little change. 
A “considerable increase’ was noted 
in prices of several raw materials, 
including non-ferrous metals, hides, 
rubber, silk and wool.

GERMANY ABOLISHES 
CRITICISM OF THE ARTS 


‘Contemplation and Descrip- 


tion’ Alone Will Be 
Permitted. 


BERLIN, Nov. 27.—(#)—Nazi 
Germany today freed ‘er authors and 
playwrights from the “gadflies” of ad- 
verse criticisms of their works. 

By decree, Dr. Paul Joseph Goeb- 
bels abolished all hostile criticisms 
of threatrical and literary works, and 
declared that henceforth there would | 
be only “contemplation and descrip- 
tion.” 

While Reichsfuehrer litler cocked 
an attentive ear, Dr. Goebbels told 
the annual meeting of the Reich Cul- 
ture Chamber that 50 years from now | 
nobody could look back and say that | 
creative genius in the reich today | 
had been “pestered and martyred by) 
critical gadflies.”’ 

His decree forebade criticisms of 
the theater. music, motion pictures 


and of literary works. 
Furthermore, Dr. Goebbels said, if 


any critic didn't like the decree, he 
— go and write a book for him- 
self. 

“Any former critic,” he said, “who 
feels he is capable of more than mere 
contemplation or description of an- 
other’s works will le free to show 
what he can do for himself.” 

“Art,” he eontinued, “will not suf- 
fer through the disappearance of the 
critic. Counterfeit greatness usually 
fails in less than a year, even if it| 
is not killed by a critic. 

“The real masters, however, will in |

The outstanding star of the game was Tom- 

my Spence, of the Tech team, who also lost his life in 

the war. 

“IT sincerely hope that history does not repeat itself 
after 20 years.”’

“If anything could be worse than 
my infidelity when I came here, it 
was my bitterness and hatred against 
those who had testified against me, 
and sent me here. I wanted to live 
to wreak vengeance upon them; but 
today all of that is gone from my 
heart. In its place is the love of 
God, and the peace of God that pass- 
eth understanding.” 

Recalling the execution, Mr. At- 
kins stated: “There were 30 persons 
in the death chamber when the young 
man was electrocuted. The young man 
was the calmest person in the en- 
group. The young man’s expe- 
rience was, to my mind, the witness 
of the greatest triumph I ever wit- 
nessed in a long life in the Christian 
ministry.” 

Many Made Good. 

Chaplain Atkins recalls with great 
joy, he says, the numbers of men and 
women who have made professions of 
religion while prisoners at the farm, 
who afterwards were released = and 
went their ways, back to their homes, 
to make effort to mend their lives and 
redeem themselves, and who made 
good. Of course, not all professions 
are genuine and sincere, but positive 
evidence is at hand giving assurance 
that hundreds of them are true and 
cenuine, 

Full credit is given by Mr. Atkins 
for the sympathetic attitude of pr’ on 
authorities, for the co-operation of 
Baldwin county ministers and _ for 
great help received from _ publishers 
of religious literature.
